It Will No Date be a 
Central Eyesore, 


But Will be Removed Soon to a Poorer 
Part of the City. 


Chinese Consul Bee Secures Ten Years’ 
Lease of a 


At the Corner of Dacommun Street and Labory 
lane—Hage Barracks to be Erected 
and the Chinese Population to 
‘Move Thither at Once. 


Col. Bee, Acting Chinese Consul at San 
Francisco, has been in Los Angeles about 
a week looking after the interests of the 
Chinese residents in this city. His business 
has to a certain extent been the investiga- 
tion of the burning of Chinatown a few 
weeks ago, but his principal business was 
of far greater importance to this city. The 
Colonel was seen last evening by a Times 
reporter and made the following statement 
regarding his visit to God’s country. 

“When Lcame down here | expected to 
find your people up in arms against the 
Chinese, justas they are in the northern 
towns and cities, but I have been 
most agreeably disapinted. I have talked 
with a number of prominent men here, and 
they are very reasonable, and seem to re— 
alize that the Chinese are human beings 
like themselves. They were all anxious to 
have the Chinese quarter removed from the 
heart of the city, and as soon as I learned 
that their wishes were reasonable, 1 went 
to work, and I am proud to say I have been 
successful. It will only be a question of 
time when there will not be a Chinaman in 
what you now call Chinatown. Today I 
completed my arrangements with Hellman, 
Haas & Co., by which I have leased a tract 
of land on the corner of Ducommon street 
and Labory lane, 900 feet long and 300 
teet wide, for ten f ears. he con- 
struction of proper buildings for Chinese 
2 will be commenced at once, 
and as soon as rooms are completed our 
veople will begin to move. So yousee | 
ave not been idle since I eame down. Oh, 
yes, the Chinawpes ected to my plans at 
first, but I soon talked mem around, and 1

A WATER PROJECT. 


Proposal to Tap the Los Angeles 
River Here. 


Aéommunication of interest to the own- | 


ers in the Nadeau Vineyard tract and ad- 
joining property was presented to the 
Council yesterday by Gen. Bouton and M. 
L. Wicks. In their letter they state their 
desire to convey water by a line of pipe to 
the Nadeau vineyard and adjacent prop- 
erty. They believe there is an opportunity 
to develop water in the bed of the Los 
Angeles river beneath the surface, and that 
such development will be of great benefit 
‘(© ie property south of the city. They 
willing to try the experiment at eal own 
cost and risk, and ask for a franchise to 
tunnel under the embankment of the Cali- 
fornia Central Railway, with their permis- 
sion, at some point between Second street 
and the covered bridge, to lay a line of 
pipe. This pipe they will connect with an 
underground flume, to extend up the bed of 
the river. They agree to pay #25 per month 
for the privilege in case they are successful 
in developing sufficient water. They ask 
the right to commence operations within 
six months and will complete work within 
one year, privilege to last for fifty years, 
then to become the property of the city. 

They also ask the right of laying pipe 
along Santa Fé avenue, from Second street 
to southern boundary of the city.

Several Witnesses, However, Testify That She 
and Her Husband Said It Had Been Pre- 
pared to Be Thrown on ‘‘a Man 

Who Insulted Mer.“ 1

In the rapid 
growth which Los Angeles has made 
she has not devoted much attention to 
the establishment of such belongings. 
She has neither a public art gallery nor 
a museum, either of which would be an 
unlimited source of interest not only 
to her own people, but to visitors who 
are coming here in such numbers. 
Strangers who come here for a few 
months’ stay like to be entertained. 
They like to find places that afford 
them interest—resorts where they can 
pass a few hours each day amid at- 
tractive surrounding. A building in 
the midst of pleasant grounds, de- 
voted to art, to natural history and 
other collections, making up a fine 
museum, would be worth much to Los 
Angeles. It would not only be im- 
mensely attractive, but, like our schools 
and our churches and our fine public 
buildings, it would be a monument of 
culture and advancement. A begin- 
ning in this direction ought to be made. 
A city of 60,000 people should possess 
some public institutions of this kind. 
We have enough men of capital to set 
the ball rolling. Once inaugurate such 
an enterprise and it could not fail of 
success.

LINCOLN’S FRIEND. 


Making High Officials and Ladies 
Stand Aside. 
[Correspondence Boston Journal.] 

Clark, an eccentric man in 
humble circumstances, was an early 
friend of Lincoln; who subsequently re- 
moved to New England. He met Lin- 
coln in Boston during a stumping tour 
in the East. A few years passed and 
Mr Lincoln was the man of the hour. 
Clark, whenever I met him, was talk- 
ing about him. I can have any office 
I want,“ he said emphatically; 
will look out for me.“ I thought him 
a dreamer, and like all of his acquain- 
tances, doubted his claim. Shortly 
after Clark said he was going to have 
an office, and that in order to get it he 
must have $12 to pay his fare to Wash- 
ington. I told him it was a useless 
undertaking. He laughed at me. Abe 
would not refuse him anything he ask- 
ed. He had made up his mind to have 
a postoffice. I told him that $12 would 
only pay his fare, and that 3 
was so high and the hotels so crowde 
that he could not live 1 Be 
hours in Washington. Again he laugh- 
ed in my face, and then said: What 
do I care for high prices or hotels? 
Abe’ll take care of me. All I want is 
money enough to get there.” 

Half in earnest, half in jest, the 
money was raised and Clark went to 
Washington. 

A reception was taking place at the 
White House, and a man of his plebeian 
appearance was not only“ out of place.“ 
but was hustled about in an uncere- 
monious manner. and, in one way and 
another, deterred from approaching 
Mr. Lincoln. Clark’s patience under 
the emburrassing situation served him 
for more than an hour, when hunger 
and anxiety about a place to put up 
for the night“ caused him to lose his 
discretion and become desperate. 
Mounting a chair just as a foreign min- 
ister was approaching Mr. Lincoln he 
sang out: Abe! Abe!“ Mr. Lincoln 
instantly recognized the speaker. The

A few minutes later Mr. Lincoln ex- 
cused himself from the reception and 
passed into another room with his old 
friend and closed the door. The scene 
that followed is known only through 
Mr. Clark, and, as he was inclined 
somewhat to exaggerate circumstances, 
must be considered with some grains 
of allowance. 

Mr. Lincoln, so Clark repeatedly told 
his friends, was as familiar and off- 
hand as in their vouth. He leaned 
agaitist the wall and laughed. He was 
like an overjoyed boy. “You don’t 
know,” he sald, how glad I am to see 
The face of an old friend is like 
a ray of sunshine through dark and 
omnious clouds. I’ve shook hands till 
I'm tireder than I ever was splitting 
rails.“ He inquired where Clark was 
stopping and if he had been to supper, 
and when Clark told him he was

(N. M.), Aug. 8.—[By 
the Associated Press.| A Nogales special 
tu the Democrat says: The sloop Sara, 
eighteen tons register, owned and com- 
manded by Abraham Bajaram, left Mulejo 
on the morning of July 25, loaded with 
twenty tons of tan-bark. The vessel had 
on board, the captain, his wife, her children, 
niece and En Slado Halle, superintendent 
of the Baldmere Company’s mines at Santa 
Rodia, and a crew of five men. While be- 
tween San Pedro and Martinez, in the Gulf 
of California, the vessel was struck by a 
heavy surf and capsized. All on board per- 
ished excepting the captain and four sail- 
ors, who saved themseives by climbing on 
the bottom of the capsized vessel. 

EATEN BY SHARKS, 

On the second day after the accident the 
dead bodies of the captain’s wife and chil- 
dren rose to the surface and were eaten by 
sharks while the hufband and father looked 
upon the awful sight in horror. 

On July 30th, two of the sailors became 
crazy, and said they were going ashore, and 
immediately plunged overvoard. They had 
no sooner struck the water than the sharks 
devoured them. The captain, one sailor 
and asmall boy remainedon the bottom of the 
vessel for eight days, sustaining life by 
catching turtles that would come near 
them, and sucking the blood. 

RESCUED. 

They were rescued in a most pitiable con- 
dition by the fishing sloop, Refugio, and 
afterwards transferred to the Balee and 
the company’s steamer, Kerrigan, which 
was sent in search of the Sara, and ar- 
rived at Guaymas last night. The captain 
of the Sara is wentally and physically a 
wreck. Capt. Baljaram says there was 
another sloop, name unknown, near his in 
the same gale. It is supposed that she 
went down with all on board. Mr. Halle 
was a man who stood high in the com- 
anunity, and was beloved by everybody, 
and his loss is to be regretted. His age was 
34 years, and he leaves a wife ahd four 
children in milejo.

THE RAILWAY INQUIRY. 


More Testimony as to That Missing 
Memorandum. 

SAN cisco Aug. 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Judge N. Green Curtis, of 
Sacramento, testified before the Railway 
Commission this morning that he defended 
John Miller, ex-secretary of the Contract 
and Finance Company, in his trouble with 
the company, and that while he was pre- 
paring the defense Miller gave him memo- 
randa containing questions as to the cost 
of construction which did not assist his 
case at all. After Miller was acquitted, 
Judge Curtis said he destroyed the memo- 
randa, but he denied that he said to Miller 
recently in Sacramento as had been stated:

Execution ofan American for a Cold-

How Royalty Gobbles Promotions in 

: the British Army. 

Lonpon, Aug. 8.—[By Cable and Associ- 
ated Press.] In the House of Commons 
tonight W. H. Smith announced that the 
Government declined to propose that 
Parliament guarantee any loan in aid of 
colonization schemes. He did not think 
any good would be obtained by ipviting 
colonial governments to coéperate in raising 
colonization funds. 

The question was asked what was the 
reason for the Government’s refusal to sub- 
mit returns showing the number of royal 
princes, or persons allied to royalty by mar- 
riage, who had postsin the public service 
and drew money from the public funds, 
and how many officers have been passed 
over by such appointments.

The Commissioner of Patents Rules 
That An Inventor Cannot Patent 
the Earth—Bids for Cruis- 
| ers—Notes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasnineton, Aug. 8.— [By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Commissioner of Patents 
has rendered a decision on one of the most 
important questions which has recently 
come up. The decision involves the technical 
construction in patent cases of abstract 
phraseology and general indefinite and 
vague terms, such as man's mechanism,“ 
which may be so construed as to so broaden 
and expand an invention that everything is 
covered. The Commissioner says: This 
office is required to be vigilant that an ap- 
plicant should not Sobtain claims$which mis- 
lead, vex and harass the general public, but 
must hold him to his distinct in- 
vention, as set forth in his claims, 
not what it is capable of being 
expanded into by general and indefinite 
language.“ The commissioner holds that 
while the patentee is at liberty to employ 
such language and phrases as he selects, he 
is required to point out his particular inven- 
tion, that peopie may not be deluded nor 
the inventive genius of the public detei red 
or frightened from the same field of inven- 
tion by a patent containing equivocal 
claims, which in effect would suppress all 
further improvements.

Nicotine in Cigar Smoke. 
“The German savant, Dr. Kissling, 
has recently made some interesting ex- 
riments on the subject, the cigars be- 
ing smoked with an aspirator, and the 
smoke drawn through a cooler and five 
bottles. Of the latter, the first and 
third were cmpty, the second being 
filled with alcohol, the fourth with di- 
lute sulphuric acid, the fifth with caus- 
tic soda. In the four experiments 50, 
42,132 and 100 cigars were smoked re- 
spectively. The percentage of nicotine 
were 3.75, 3.75, 0.295 and 0.19 in the re- 
spective experiments. Ina fifth exper- 
iment the tips and ends of those used 
in the first experiments were used, and 
in a sixth experiment the cigar ends 
left by a smoker were tested for nico- 
tine. These were found to contain 
2.51 per cent. the cigar itself having 
had 2.24 per cent.; so that the increase 
itself was comparatively small. 
The general results of Kissling’s 
researches are of interest to all 
cigar-smokers. He found that the 
active poisonous constituents of to- 
bacco smoke are carbonic oxide, sul- 
hydric acid, prussie acid and nicotine. 
he three first-named are present in 
tobacco smoke in too small quantities, 
and are too volatile to deserve any con- 
sideration in judging of the effect of 
using tobacco on the system. The 
icoline bases are present in the smoke 
in relatively small quantities, so that 
the poisonous qualities may be attrib- 
uted almost exclusively to the nicotine. 
The amount of nicotine in smoke de- 
pends chiefly on the quantity of nico- 
tine in the tobacco. ‘The quantity of 
nicotine destroyed by the combustion 
of a cigar is relatively small. Perhaps 
the most interesting result of the ex- 
periment is that they show that as 
nicotine is soluble in alcohol, it is 
more than probable that the use ot 
alcoholic beverage prevents the local 
accumulation of nicotine and hastens 
its removal trom the body. In other 
words, a glass of beer or wine is the 
proper concomitant to the pipe or 
cigar.—

A Family

“T read in the Times a few days 
ago, said a member of the Reading 
bar, on a visit to this city, an account’ 
of a man in Pennsylvania who died the 
fatherdf thirty-threechildren at the age 
of 96. When John Heffner, of Read - 
ing, was accidentally killed by the cars 
in chat eity, in 1885, at the age of 60, he 
was the father of forty-one children, 
and a step-chili also called him father. 
Heffner was one of Reading’s charac- 
ters, and was in the full vigor of healt 
when he was killed. It is doubtful if 
his in the paternal line was ever 
equaled. Heffner was a dwarfed 
hunchback. He was born in Berlin in 
1816, and came to this country in 1843, 
settling in Reading. Until his death 
he made a living by collecting and sell- 
ing rags and * Hlis remarkable 
family history is part of the records of 
the Berks county courts, it having 
been elicited a short time before his 
— 2 while he was a witness in a la x- 
suit. 

Ile was married first in 1840. In 
eight his wife bore seventeen children. 
The first and second years of their 
marriage she gave birth totwins. For 
four successive years afterward she 
bore triplets. In the seventh year she 
gave birth to one child, and died soon 
afterward. Of the seventeen children 
she left, consequently, the oldest was 
only 7 years of age. Heffner engaged 
a young woman to look after his lar 
brood of babies, and three months 
later she became the second Mrs. Heff- 
ner. She presented her husband with 
two children the first two years. Five 
years later she had added ten more to 
the family, two at every birth. Then 
for three years she added but onea 
year. She died before another year 
came round. Of the thirty-two chil- 
dren that John Heffner had been 
resented with twelve had died. 

he twenty that were left. 
however did not appear to 
by any obstacle toa young widow with 
one child consenting to become the 
third wife of the jolly little humpback 
—for he was known as one of the hap- 
piest and most genial men in Reading, 
although it kept him toiling like a 
slave to keep his score of mouths in 
bread. The third Mrs. Heffner became 
the mother of nine children to her hus- 
band in ten years, and the contentment 
and me of the couple were 
proverbial. One day in the fall of 
1885 the father of the forty-one chil- 
dren was crossing the Reading track 
and was run down by a locomotive and 
instantly killed. But for that sad end- 
ing of his life it is impossible to esti- 
mate what the size of the little ped- 
dler's family would eventually have 
been. His widow and a large number 
of his children—I believe there are 
twenty-eight of the forty-two still liv- 
ing—live in Reading. They are all 
thrifty and respectable people.

How to See the Mountains on the 
Moo

Of course, the first thing the observer 
will wish to see will be the mountains 
of the moon, for every one has heard of 
them, and the most sluggish imagina- 
tion is stirred by the thought that one 
can look off into the sky and behold 
the “eternal hills“ of another planet 
as solid and substantial as our own. 
But the chances are that, if left to 
their own 44 ninety-nine per- 
sons out of a hundred would choose 
exactly the wrong time to see 
these mountains. At any rate. 
that is my experience with people 
who have come to look at the 
moon through my telescope. Unless 
warned. beforehand, they invariably 
wait until full moon, when the flood of 
sunshine poured perpendicularly upon 
the face of our satellite conceals its 
rugged features as effectually as if a veil 
had been drawn overthem. Begin vour 
observations with the appearance of 
the narrowest crescent of the new moon, 
and follow it as it gradually fills, and 
then you will see how beautifully the 
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advancing line of lunar sunrise reveals

Assistant District Attorney George J. 
Denis appeared on behalf of The People, 
aud Horace Bel! and William T. Williams 
for the defendant.

who, on being sworn, testified: My name 
is Jason Stee!, and 1 am the prosecuting 
witness in this case. I know the defendant, 
John L. Fonck. I rent two rooms from 
Mrs. Fonck. I saw the defendant on the 
morning of July 30th. [had just returned 
from my breakfast when | heard some voices 
and loud talking in Mrs. Fonek’s part of the 
house, I was filling my pipe. I next saw 
the children run out of the front door and 
go down the street, followed a moment 
after by Mrs. Fonck. All this time my door 
had been opened, but I shut it after Mrs. 
Fonck had left the house. Fonck then 
came to my door and, finding it shut, burst 
it open, and coming into my room, he 

inted a revolver at my head. 1 had just 
ime to dodge and throw my arm in frout of 
my face, when the weapon was discharged 
and the ballentered my arm. Fonck then 
left the house. 

Cross- examined: The room in which 1 
was shot I have occupied since the early 
—. of April. [came from Michigan to 

uaymas, Mexico, and after remaining 
there for about ten days came to this city, 
where I arrived on the evening of March 4. 
I boarded a short time in another place, but 
did not like the location and so removed to 
- Mrs. Fonck’s house. I cannot make a dia- 
— of the house with my left hand. The 
lagram as shown is about correct. [This 
was a diagram drawn by defendant.] Fonck 
was not at home when 1 rented the rooms, 
but when he came home I met him and we 
talked very pleasantly together. He had 
made no previous attack on my life. I may 
have had some meals in Mrs. Fonck’s rooms, 
perhaps six or seven. I did not buy any 

8 for her, neither did 1 live with

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SUMMARY OF FACTS PROVED AT 
THE INVESTIGATION. 


What it Cost to Build the Road— 
Blackmail Suits and Political 
Disbursements—More Damaging 
Facts Expected This Week. 


SAN Francisco, Aug. 7.—(Special 
Correspondence of THe Trmes.|. The 
railway investigation has been in prog- 
ress for two weeks, and has covered 
the whole scope of the construction of 
the Central Pacifiz Railway. Ninety 
per cent. of the time has been spent in 
„fishing“ for something which might 
or might not exist,and hours have 
been taken up with work which might 
have been explained in detail in one- 
quarter of the time by calling on the 
recording and accounting subordinate 
Officials. Fully two days were spent 
interrogating Senator Stanford as to 
details which he could not have remem- 
bered if he had been the book-keeper of 
all of the companies with which he was 
and is connected. 

THE SUBSTANTIAL FACTS PROVEN’ 
by the testimony taken so far are as 
follows: 

First That the Central Pacific Rail- 
way received from government bonds, 
first- mortgage bonds, State aid and 
other subsidies, about $54,000,000, upon 
which they realized. about $47,000,000 

Second—That Stanford, Huntington, 
Hopkins and Crocker organized a con- 
struction company which they owned, 
and then made a contract with them- 
selves as railway officers to build the 
road from the eastern line of Califoruia 
to a connection with the Union Pacific, 
and that they paid to themselves for 
this work all of the money received 
from all sources—about $47,000,000— 
and all of the stock authorized to be 
issued—about $52,000,000. 

Third—That when they had com- 
pleted the work they had legitimately 
expended upon it all the money they 
had received from all sources and had 
drawn on the revenues of the road for 
nearly $2,000,000, the net loss on the 
contract, and that this sum was after- 
ward repaid by the contractors. 

Fourth—That when thé road was 
completed the contractors owned 90 per 
cent of the capital stock, which had no 
real market value, because of a want 
of public confidence in the earning ca- 

acity of the road. That. about this 
time, and while the Stanford part 
were trying to boom their te ge whic 
afterward culminated in wha Senator 
Stanford designated as ‘blackmail 
suits,“ and that the syndicate pur- 
chased these stocks at par, or nearly so, 
rather than have the suits come to trial. 
It further appears that the reason for 
buying this outstanding stock was a 
fear that the trials would show, not 
eerruption on the part of the builders, 
but that the stock, which was their 

rofits, was worthless, and they would 
hus be ruined financially. And when 
they had bought this minority stock 
for par, the public learned of it, and 
the price of the whole went to that 


gure. - 
Fifth—That the company had to pay 
blackmail on all sides—to editors, law- 
vers, public officials, members of the 
Legislature and Congress. This fact 
Was proven atively by Senator 
Stanford and Col. Fred Crocker refus- 
ing to answer the questions, and saying 
that all money so paid, for which they 
gave no detailed vouchers, would be 
aid over to the Government sinking 
nd. They probably hope by this 
course to avoid an exposure of the 
names to whom they paid money, but 
the hope will not be realized, as the 
commission is in possession of the most 
of them, and will prove it all before the 
end of this 
Sixth — That the syndicate has been a 
large borrower in all directions, even 
from their sinking fund, but that all 
loans have been repaid with interest, 
or the unpaid ones have ample security. 
The railway managers have done 
themselves aninjury, which they do 
not deserve, by the manner in which 
they have presented their case. In the 
first place Senator Stanford read to the 
commission a pettifogging plea, in 
which he set upaclaim for offset to 
the Government debt because other 
roads had been chartered and aided by 
land grants of the Government to com- 
pete with the Central Pacific, but did 
not mention that the first of these com- 
peting roads was built by himself and 
associates. Then he appeared before the 
commission supported by A. A. Cohen, 
who he swore had been a party to cer- 
tain “blackmailing suits” against them. 
He gave the man a bad character and 
then had him appear to certify to his 
(the Senator’s) good character. Taken 
all in all, the Senator was as bad a wit- 
ness against himself as if he had been 
a hired prosecutor, for the facts that 
were in his favor he seemed unable to 
use. When asked if it was not time 
that they had given all exclusive privi- 
lege for the express business to Wells, 


Fargo & Co., for which he and associ- 


ates received $1,500,000 stock of the ex- 
press 2 he said es,“ and 
Commissioner Littler, seeing the injus- 
tice which he was doing to himself and

mission has examined. If he knew the 
“answer to a question (always saving 
and excepting those relating to peliti- 
cal disbursements) be answered 
promptly, and when he did not he told 
the commission where they could get 
the information.
